Incorporated drug companies in 
Alberta will no fonger be able to seli 
liquor, if a recent decision of Judge 
Lees holds good. Judge Lees folds 
that liquor can only be sold by a 
registered member of the Phar- 
maceutical Association of the Prov- 
ince, and that an incorporated com-, 
pany cannot be a registered member 
of this association. Under this rul- 
ing, instructions have been issued by 
the Attorney General’s Department to 
liquor vendors to stop the sale of 
liquor to such drug companies. The 
ruling is now being argued in court at 
Edmonton. It affects a large number 
of drug companies in the province. 

Attorney General Brownlee has re- 
turned from Eastern Canada where he 
has been investigating the working 
of the Ontario Temperance Act. It 
is expected he will issue a statement | 
shortly as to what the government in- 
tends doing in the way of liquor leg- | 
islation at the coming session, It is 
anticipated that drastic action along 
certain lines may be taken.

The great project for “drowning 
ovt” the rapids on the St. Lawrence 
River, by the construction of a series 
of dams and locks along a length of 
some forty-six miles, between Mon- 
{veal and Prescott or O¢densburg. and 
thus throwing open the Great Lake 
ta sen-borne traffic, labors slowly to- 
wards realization. From the time of 
its first proposal, now many years ago, 
the scheme has had to encounter 
creat deal of adverse criticism, Somv 
of this criticism is the outcome of an 
honest conviction that the project is 
aot feasible, or, if feasible, that it 
would not be profitable, But much 
also is undoubtedly caused by sundry 
interests who fear that they are like- 
ly to be affected adversely by the 
scheme. There are those who insist 
that the Jlakes-to-the-sea project 
would seriously interfere with the 
water levels of the St. Lawrence; that 
it would mean the practical re-build 
ing of the Welland Canal and of the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal; and that, 
eyen if the project were possible of re 
alization, the cost would be prohibi 
tive, whilst the result would be littl» 
or no saving in the cost of transporta 
tian. 

Over against such views as these 
are to be set the statements from men 
like Mr, Hoover, Julius H. Barnes, 
former president of the United States 
Grain Corporation, and many others 
who insist that the economic value of 
such a waterway would be very great 
indeed.

survivor of the Congress of Berlin.

bring him into invidious comparison 
with other Seotch importations.) He 
is one of those who is at home in all 
circles. A room full of Kings or a
